Repetition and Cézanne and prior to Cézanne and in the period 
from the early years of the Italian Renaissance to the final 
decades of the nineteenth century that is to say up to Cézanne 
creative artists represented the world by means of a method or 
a technique which was arrived at by the human mind but which was 
not the method or the technique of the human mind. In the period 
before the Italian Renaissance and after classical antiquity and 
particularly in medieval Europe and of course in the period after 
Cézanne creative artists represented or represent the world by 
means of the technique or the method of the human mind, The tech- 
nique or method of the human mind and a technique or method ar- 
rived at by the human mind and the difference is significant and 
the former is unconscious and the latter is conscious and this 
it goes without saying does not mean that all works of art which 
represent the technique or method of the human mind are alike and 
of course it does not mean that all methods arrived at by the 
human mind are alike, Cubism and the world from the inside out 
and the patterns of repetition are irregular and it isa question 
of conception and not perception and questions of verisimilitude are 
not to be raised as they can be when the world is represented from 
the outside in. La Grenouilliére and where is Geatland and the 
nephew of the King of Geatland slays Grendel and Grendel's mother 
and reigns as king for fifty years and a great dragon is enraged 
because a slave has stolen a jeweled cup from his hoard and the 
three thousand one hundred and eighty-two lines of Manuscript 
Cotton Vitellius A XV which is in the British Museum represent 
the world from the inside out and Monet and Renoir represent the 
world from the outside in, Verisimilitude and Sir Walter Raleigh 
married Elizabeth Throgmorton and was imprisoned in The Tower and 
on the accession of James I it was believed that Sir Walter Raleigh 
participated in a plot to place Arabella Stuart on the throne and 
Sir Walter Raleigh was stripped of his honors and estates and ex- 
ecuted on October 29, 1618 and Beowulf went forth and killed the 
dragon but in so doing received a mortal wound and as he lay dying 
Wiglaf brought forth the dragon's treasures for the enrichment of 
Beowulf's people. Sir Walter Raleigh and his death and the pattern 
of repetition is regular: Beowulf and his death and the pattern 
of repetition is irregular, Art and life and patterns of repetition.
